The Little River Drainage 
Dis­ 
trict has prepared and filed 
with 
the Reconstruction Finance 
C or­ 
poration, an application for a loan, 
under the terms of the recently en­ 
acted Emergency Farm Mortgage 
Relief Bill, with which to purchase 
the outstanding bonds 
previously 
issued by the District. 
The appli­ 
cation was not 
for 
any 
specific 
amount as the holders of the bonds 
and the 
District 
have 
not 
yet 
agreed upon the value of the bonds. 
Under the new act th etoistrict and 
bondholders must agree and in ad­ 
dition the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation m ust be satisfied that 
the amount agreed on is fair and 
reasonable. 
The Government will 
not loan more than the landowners 
can pay back. 
The District’s application states 
that it now has outstanding bonds 
in the total sum of $8,018,000 of 
which $L£83,500 are past due and 
unpaid. 
The 
remainder 
mature 
annually in installments and 
the 
entire amount will have matured 
in 1944. 
♦ 
Ninety per cent of all of the out­ 
standing bonds are deposited with 
the 
Bondholders 
Committee 
of 
which 
Roy 
D. Kercheval of 
St. 
Louis is now chairman. 
The Dis­ 
trict has been discussing with the 
Bondholders Committee from time 
to time 
the different 
ways 
and 
means of adjusting the bonded in­ 
debtedness of the D istrict with its 
Bondholders. The District first de­ 
faulted in the payment of its bonds 
on October 1st, 1929. 
In July, 1930, a temporary ar­ 
rangement was made between the 
District and Bondholders Commit­ 
tees of which John W. Denison of 
Chicago was then Chairman, which 
was subsequently found to be im­ 
practical and was rejected by the 
Bondholders because of the inabil­ 
ity of the District to make the re­ 
duced payments agreed to. 
It will 
be recalled that 1930 was the un­ 
paralleled droughts year and 
the 
crops in the District as elsewhere 
were almost entirely “burned up”. 
In 1931 the prices of farm 
crops 
had fallen to a very low price but 
still continued to fall during 1932 
when they reached the lowest price 
for years. 
These conditions were preceded 
by the Mississippi River Flood of 
which overflowed considerable area 
Of the District and that year was 
followed 
by excessive 
rains 
in 
June, 1928, when 
more than 
22 
inches of rain fell in Cape Girar- 
<dau during that month. The rain­ 
fall over the District as a whole 
was about the same. 
At one rain 
gauging station the 
figures 
ex­ 
ceeded those at Cape Girardeau. 
It is also pointed out by the Dis­ 
trict that only about 50 per cent of 
the lands in the District are clear­ 
ed and cultivated. The tax assess­ 
ments at the time the District was 
organized contemplated and pre- 
supposscd 
that 
substantially all 
the lands in the District woula 
be 
put in cultivation within five years 
after the bonds were issued 
and 
would thereby become revenue pro­ 
ducing and able to pay taxes, but 
since at least half the land now 
remains in the woods, it is non- 
reveuue producing and the owners 
in many instances have abandon­ 
ed the land as worthless. This cut­ 
over woods land has practically no 
value now and rarely ever 
brings 
the amount of State and 
County 
taxes assessed against it when sold 
at tax sales. 
The result is 
that 
less than half the lands in the dis­ 
trict have been able to pay 
any 
taxes and the 
income 
from 
the 
lands th at were cleared have been 
so small that even the cleared and 
cultivated land 
did 
not 
produce 
enough to pay the cost of produc­ 
ing the crops, 
and consequently 
did not produce enough money 
to 
pay taxes.

I ers the two greatest handicaps in 
producing vegetables were weath­ 
er conditions and insect 
damage. 
I While little can be done 
by the 
I gardener in regard to too much or 
too little moisture, 
tne 
damage 
1 frt n insect pests can be 
largely 
I controlled. Furthermore, the right. 
I dc isons used at the right time, and 
in the right manner will enable the 
gardener to handle these 
insects 
| wiih very little effort. While there 
are many different kinds of insects 
they can be roughly divided into 
. vo groups, first, those that 
bite 
off and swallow parts of the planes, 
such as potato 
beetles, 
cabbage 
worms, etc., and second, those that 
pierce the plant tissues and 
suck 
the juices such as squash 
bugs, 
plant lice, etc. 
In this article the 
control measures for the 
chewing 
and biting insects will be discuss­ 
ed: Arsenate of lead is the stand­ 
ard stomach poison used 
against 
biting and chewing insects, 
such 
insects 
include 
cabbage 
worms, 
striped Irish potato beetles, sweet 
potato beetles, bean leaf 
beetles, 
tomato 
worms, 
flea beetles 
on 
aspaiagus, beets, cabbage, radish, 
lurnins, spinach, and egg plant. In 
j fact, it is fairly safe to assume that 
i any insect that eats holes in the 
1 leaves of plants can be controlled 
with arsenate of lead. For use mix 
thoroughly one pound of powdered 
arsenate of lead with 3 ¡pounds of 
dry air-slacked or powdered lime. 
Apply preferably with 
a 
duster, 
but if no duster is available place 
in a cheese cloth bag and shake 
over the plants. 
This poison ad- 
leres be it if applied early in the 
morning when the plants are more 
or less moist. 
Calcium 
Arsenate 
may be used to replace lead arsen­ 
ate in this mixture. 
A more thor­ 
ough covering can be secured with 
a duster, and these can be bought 
for $1.00 or less. The County Ex­

The farmers 
of 
Southeast Missouri are faced not 
only with the general farm crisis, 
but with a special crisis d’;e 
to 
weather conditions. 
There is one 
fortunate condition in our 
situa­ 
tion, and that is that we shall 
be 
forced to put in every effort 
to 
save, plant and replant our cotton 
crop, and that we shall be forced ro 
leave our corn planting until the 
policy of the Department of Agri­ 
culture is determined, and 
that 
we shall then have time to raise a 
corn crop if we can 
secure 
seed 
corn of a quick maturing variety. 
The first problem in each locality 
is to be sure that plenty of cotton 
seed for replanting is available so 
that there will be no delay when 
the ground gets into condition. This 
can best be handled by 
the gins. 
The second problem is securing an 
ample supply of early 
maturing 
seed corn. 
Any farmer who 
has 
any corn of an early variety 
on 
hand should 
notify 
his 
county 
agent and make sure that no corn 
of early maturing varieties is used 
for feeding purposes. 
If there is no 
local 
supply of 
corn of 
early 
varieties farmers 
should make their needs known to 
grain dealers so that a sufficient 
supply can be shipped in. 
It is perfectly possible that corn 
listed in June and given a couple 
of harrowings will 
make a good 
yield with the least possible labor 
and expense, and in the meantime 
the policy of the Department 
of 
Agriculture in regard to leasing 
idle corn acreage will be determin­ 
ed. 
If the Smith cotton option plan 
is put into practice, it will be pos­ 
sible for many farmers to get a re­ 
turn on uniplanted cotton ground, 
or on ground on which the crop is

the farm bill makes this question 
harder to answer than it should be. 
Hearings are yet to be held under 
the new act. Rental offers must be 
delayed until these hearings have 
been completed. 
Yet,

meantime, every 
farmer should consider: 
1. 
Setting aside 20 to 30 
per 
cent of his usual corn acreage to 
rent to the 
government in 
case 
farmers ask for and get this priv­ 
ilege. 
This land should be repre­ 
sentative of his average corn land. 
On some of these acres, he 
will 
want to plant 
soybeans, alfalfa, 
sweet clover, sudan grass or some 
other crop that can be used 
for 
pasture and to ¡plow under, but not 
for grain or hay. 
2. 
On the balance of this reserv­ 
ed land, delaying corn planting as 
long as possible, in the hope that 
the rental offer may be made 
in 
time to make planting unnecessary. 
But if the rental offer is delayed, 
and the season is advancing rap­ 
idly, plant these reserved fields to 
corn. Then, if the rental offer is 
finally made, and if it is accepted, 
all the farmer will have to do 
is 
to broadcast oats, harrow them in, 
and let the corn field grow up 
to 
oats for summer pasture. 
Every farmer 
will 
help 
both 
himself and corn belt 
agriculture 
by urging the adoption of a rental 
policy and by preparing to rent 
corn land to the government. The 
cash rental, if offered, will prob­ 
ably be more than he would 
get 
from corn land if prices stay low; 
probably from one-third 
to 
one- 
half the rental would be paid 
to 
him in cash within sixty days af­ 
ter the agreement was signed; and 
the consequent reduction in pro­ 
duction, if enough farmers parti­ 
cipate, would help to prevent dis­ 
aster in the corn ana hog markets.

Apparently the 
commerce commission is a consoli­ 
dation of the functions and duties 
set forth in the acts repealed.

Conlrol Garden Insects 
2.100 New Madrid County farm­ 
ers raised better gardens in 1012 
than 
in 
1011 
according 
to the 
records of the County 
Extension 
Office, 
and 
this • increase in 
the 
family food supply was valued at 
$35,000. 
According to the garden- 
cis she two greatest handicaps in 
producing vegetables were weath­ 
er conditions and insect 
damage. 
While little can he done 
by 
the 
gardener in regard to too much or 
t o little moisture, 
tne 
damage 
fr n insect pests can be 
largely 
controlled. Furthermore, the tight 
nrisons used at the right time, and 
in the right manner will enable the 
gardener to handle these 
insects 
wi; ! very little effort. 
While there 
are many different kinds of insects 
they can be roughly divided into 
. ,vo groups, first, those that 
bite 
cff and rwallaw parts of the plan.s, 
such as p. ato 
beetles, 
cabbage 
worms, etc., and second, those that 
pierce the plant tissues and 
suck 
the juices such as squash 
bugs, 
plant Lice, etc. 
In this article the 
control measures for the 
chewing 
and biting insects will be discuss­ 
ed: 
Arsenate of lead is the stand­ 
ard stomach poison used 
against 
biting anil chewing insects, 
such 
insects 
include 
cabbage 
worms, 
striped Irish potato beetles, sweet 
potato beetles, bean leaf 
beetles, 
tomato 
worms, 
Ilea beetles 
on 
.ispaiagus, beets, cabbage, 
radish, 
lurnins, spinach, and egg plant. In 
fact, it is fairly safe to assume that 
any insect that eats holes in the 
leaves of plants can he controlled 
with arsenate of lead. For use mix 
thoroughly one pound of powdered 
arsenate of lead with 3 pounds of 
dry air-slacked or powdered lime. 
Apply preferably with 
a 
duster, 
but if no duster is available place 
in a cheese cloth bag 
and 
shake 
over the plants. 
This poison ad­ 
heres be it if applied early in 
the 
»r.oining when the plants are more 
or less moist. 
Calcium 
Arsenate 
may be used to replace lead arsen­ 
ate in this mixture. 
A more thor­ 
ough covering can be secured with 
a duster, and these can be bought 
for $1.00 or less.

¡ lets on the control of garden

The first problem in each locality [ 
is to be sure that plenty of cotton 
seed for replanting is available so 
that there will be no delay

The second problem is securing an 
ample supply 
of early 
maturing 
seed corn. 
Any farmer who 
has 
any corn of an early variety 
on 
hand should 
notify 
his

agent and make sure that no corn 
of early maturing varieties is used 
for feeding purposes.

Thousand-» of corn belt

harder to answer than it should be. 
Hearings are yet to be held under 
the new act.

Setting aside 20 to 30

grain and of oils and article 2 of 
chapter 41, relating to motor ve­ 
hicle fuel tax and create and es­ 
tablish in their stead, a “commerce 
commission”, 
consisting 
of three 
num bers to he appointed by 
the 
governor with the advice and con­ 
sent of the senate. 
Apparently the 
commerce commission is a consoli­ 
dation of the functions and duties 
set forth in the acts repealed. 
“At least two good reasons oc­ 
cur to me why this should not be 
done. 
The public service commis­ 
sion is quasi judicial. 
The inspec­ 
tion departm ents are purely min­ 
isterial. 
There is, and can be, no 
such relationship between the pub­ 
lic service commission and these in­ 
spection departm ents as 
to make 
it proper or expedient th at they 
should be united. 
“The other reason is th a t there 
appears to be nothing in the pro­ 
posed law continuing the existence 
of the public service commission as 
now established, and a serious ques­ 
tion arises as to whether, if this 
bill should become a law, the time, 
labor and money spent 
in fixing 
valuations of public utilities by the 
commission, would not be wasted 
and all have to be done over again. 
An additional im portant reason is 
th a r t f r d legislature, now adjourn­ 
ed, has made no appropriation for 
a commerce commission. 
“ Efforts 
to 
consolidate boards 
and bureaus are commendable, but 
care should be taken not to
